BEST RAIL SERVICE IN HISTORY IN 1939 


President McDonald Cites Progress of Southern Pacific, 
Urges Equitable Regulation of All Forms of Transport 


SP AEROAD enterprise and inge- 
nuity produced for the American 
public in 4939 the best rail service in 
history, and at the lowest rates anywhere, 
except in Japan, where costs are not com- 
parable to outs,” President A, D. 
McDonald said December 28 in a year- 
end review. 

“Railroad employes received wages at 
an all-time high level. National and 
local government received in taxes an 
all-time high proportion of railroad 
revenues. But the railroads failed to 
achieve hardly more for themselves as 
business enterprises than just to keep 
their heads above water. 

“The increase in general business and 
in volume of railroad traffic during recent 
months has been most helpful. As a result 
of better operating methods and equip- 
ment and of shippers’ cooperation, a 
greater percentage of the increase went 
into net than in former years. But in 
spite of this it seems unlikely that either 
increase in volume of traffic or increased 
efficiency achieved within the railroad in- 
dustry will serve basically to solve the 
problem. 


“What the railroads need is public 
action to release the full driving power of 
the New Era in railroading they have 
started under great difficulties during the 
last 10 years, They do not need and do 
not ask any special favors; but they are 
entitled to and must have public recogni- 
tion of the fact that they now face great 
and growing competition in nearly every 
phase of their business. Basic need is for 
a national policy under which regulation 
will be evenly applied to all forms of 
transport, so that each will be able to 
serve where it can provide the best and 
cheapest transportation, considering all 
true costs.” 


Readjust Services 


Referring to important steps taken by 
the Southern Pacific in 1939 to abandon, 
curtail or readjust unprofitable phases of 
service, Mr. McDonald said further 
moves in that direction seem inevitable 
under present conditions. 

Transfer last August of official head- 
quarters of the Southern Pacific Company 
from New York to San Francisco and the 
reorganization of the Board of Directors 


with an all-western executive committee 
were noted as moves toward greater cf- 
ficiency in bringing the top management 
more directly in touch with local prob- 
lems. These steps, he said, were accom- 
panied by a popular movement in all 
ranks of the railroad to adapt the services 
as nearly as possible to the needs and 
desires of customers. 

“Average speed of freight and passen- 
ger trains continued to increase in 1939," 
said Mr. McDonald. “The fast merchan- 
dise train-truck coordinated service, pio- 
neered by this company, was further 
extended, so that such ‘service is now 
maintained from nearly every principal 
center to its jobbing or wholesaling ter- 
ritory over the entice Southern Pacific 
System. Popular low cost passenger train 
service was extended and $2,000,000 
worth of new light-weight modern pas- 
senger cars was purchased. Fifty new 
locomotives, costing more than $8,000,- 
000, wete bought also, these including 
forty heavy duty road engines and ten 
modern Diesel electric switchers. New 
heavy steel rail was faid on more than 200 
miles of track, at a cost of over 
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$4,000,000, in. line “with the “general 
trend for faster, ‘heavier. trains with ‘con- 
‘sequent greater efficiency and economy. 

“These are typical features of the New 
Era in railroading that has developed 
strikingly during the last ten years. 

“The benefits from the increased ef- 
ficiency and economy of railroad opera- 
tion have largely gone to railroad cus- 
tomers, railroad employes, and to the 
government. During the last 10 years our 
average revenue per ton of freight carried 
one mile has gone down 19 per cent and 
average revenue per passenger mile has 
gone down 4i per cent. Average .com- 
pensation per employe, on the other hand, 
has gone up about 13 per cent and taxes 
claim 30 per cent more of our net revenue 
dollar than they did in 1929. Prices of 
materials and supplies have increased, 
too, in recent years. 


Careful Invesiments. 


“Facing these increased costs with de- 
creased rates and facing rapidly growing 
competition, the railroads generally have 
had a desperate time keeping their heads 
above water. Indeed, some of them have 
not done so, and nearly a third of the 
mileage is in receivership. The progress 
that has been made has been achieved 
with little capital available and with the 
strict necessity of investing every dollar 
where it would yield the greatest return. 
New station facilities and other improve- 
ments not directly connected with pro- 
viding better, faster, safer transportation 
have generally had to be postponed. 

“This financial urgency has made in- 
evitable the elimination of phases of 
service long operated at a loss. For ex- 
ample, we have applied for permission to 
abandon entirely the commuter service 
operated by our subsidiary, the North- 
western Pacific, between San Francisco 
and Marin County points because of the 
development of competition by highway, 
intensified by the recent completion of the 
Golden Gate bridge. Another subsidiary, 
the Pacific Electric, operating a some- 
what similar service, in southern Cali- 
fornia, is taking important steps to aban- 
don several unprofitable phases of its 
service, and at the same time to readjust 
and improve others that show more 
promise of public patronage. Still other

“Because these unprofitable phases.of 
service are.no longer genetally desired -by 
the public, as indicated by jack-of patron- 
age, and because they constitute a drag on 
our efforts to provide modern service of 
the type that the public does want, we 
are asking and expect to have the support 
and cooperation of the public, in its own 
interest and for the greatest good of the 
greatest number, in working out these 
transitions in transportation services. 

“Not only is readjustment’ imperative 
within the various phases of railroad 
service, but it is a fundamental neces- 
sity in the whole field of transportation. 
Conditions of competition and regula. 
tion affecting various forms of transport 
must be realigned on an equitable -basis 
if each is to serve where it can do so 
most efficiently and economically on the 
basis of true costs. 

“Obviously such a readjustment would 
Bteatly: benefit the people as a whole. It 
would mean a great acceleration of the 
New Era of modern railroad service and 
an increase in employment, not only 
within the railroad industry but in all 
lines of industry and business throughout 
the country.”

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“MALICIOUS TAMPERING” WAS CAUSE OF 
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STREAMLINER TRAGEDY, ICC SAYS 


“TY AbIClous tampering with the 
track” caused the wreck of the 
Streamliner City of San Francisco, near 
Harney, Nevada, on August 12, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission’s Bureau 
of Safety announced December 29 in its 
report on the accident. 

The report recites the fact that the 
nuts, bolts and angle bars had been re- 
moved from a rail joint on the outside of 
a curve, apparently with a wrench; that 
the inside spikes had been removed from 
at least nine cross ties under the rail 
which was misplaced; that the rail had 
heen forced inward, probably with a 
journal jack which was found in the bed 
of the river nearby, for a distance of 454 
inches, and the end of the caif had been 
spiked down in its new position with 
four spikes driven through a misplaced 
tie plate, and that the end of the mis- 
aligned rail had been painted, and the 
broken joint covered with a tumbleweed, 
to prevent the engineer of an approaching 
train from detecting its broken condition 
in the reflection of his headlight. 

Included in the mass of evidence lead- 
ing to these conclusions are close-up 
photographs of the misplaced rail joint, 
of the end of the misaligned rail, and of 
the tire of the leading wheel of the motor 
unit of the train which struck it. 


Authorized Speed 


The westbound streamliner, according 
io the report of the Commission, ap- 
proached this deliberately misaligned 
rail at a speed within the authorized limit 
of 60 miles an hour. “The train was 
riding smoothly,” the report continues, 
“and there was no indication of defective 
equipment. Prior to arrival at the point 
of derailment the track was structurally 
sound, maintained in excellent condition, 
and the automatic block signals were dis- 
playing proceed indications,” because, 
as was explained, the misaligned rail had 
not been forced inward far enough to 
break the electric bond wires connecting 
the signals, 

When the train struck the broken joint, 
concealed by the tumbleweed, the engine- 
mano “thought that a rock had been 
struck,” according to the report. Subse- 
quent examination of the track and 
equipment showed, however, that the 
joint had been tampered with, and a 
check of the time required ta do the work 
showed that there had been ample oppor- 
tunity since the last train had passed, 
three hours earlier. The front wheel of 
the motor unit struck the ball of the mis- 
placed rail; chipping off a corner and 
denting the tire of the wheel. The power 
unit was derailed but the motor housings 


and pedestal binder-posts, beneath the 
unit, caught on the rail and prevented the 
power units from leaving the roadbed. 
Cars following the power unit did leave 
the roadbed, striking a bridge over the 
Humboldt river. 


Car Materials Tested 


These cats were constructed, for the 
most part, of aluminum alloy, with un- 
derframes designed to stand stresses in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
Post Office Department's specifications 
for railway mail cars. Report pointed out 
that after accident the Pullman Car Com- 
pany laboratory made tests of section of 
frame removed from the car “Twin 
Peaks” and the results “indicated that 
the material was in accordance with the 
specifications.” Later other tests were con- 
ducted by the Aluminum Company of 
America on a portion of the center sill 
removed from same car and, according 
to the Commission, “The results of this 
test demonstrated that the material was 


well above the minimum requirements.” 
Maps, photographs and diagrams are 
used to explain and illustrate the text of 
the 34-page report, which is an official 
publication of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Representatives of the com- 
mission's Bureau of Safety were on the 
ground soon after the wreck and the re- 
port mentions their examination of the 
road-bed, rails, ties and equipment. 
This report of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is based on testimony pre- 
sented at a three-day hearing conducted 
at Carlin a few days after the derailment, 
at which time the railroad’s Board of In- 
quiry members took the statements of 23 
witnesses and examined numerous ex- 
hibits of a physical and photographic 
nature. Five representatives of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s Bureau of 
Safety were present. Supplementing other 
data presented at this hearing, the ICC 
representatives had the benefit of facts 
developed by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation after its own investigation.

Popular Excursions from Arizona Cities 
and Radio Broadcasts Feature Greetings 


Lear’ in their opinion that 
the title of “Most Beautiful Train 
in the World” was no exaggeration, hun- 
dreds of passengers and thousands of 
spectators attended a preview of the first 
of the elegant new twin Daylights during 
its initial run in passenger service on De- 
cember 29, when it was operated as a 
special excursion train from Tucson to 
Los Angeles. 

As the beautiful orange, red and black 
streamliner streaked through Arizona it 
was met~at every city, town and hamlet 
along the way by every inhabitant who 
could possibly get down to the depot, and 
the “Ohs” and ‘‘Ahs’* with which they 
§teeted its colorful exterior were ex- 
ceeded only by the exclamations of more 
than 200 passengers, who literally had to 
pinch themselves to make sure that what 
they saw was true. 

Unconcealed pride was written on the 
faces of Southern Pacific officials, tech- 
nicians and other representatives who 
were aboard, as they gave decorations, 
furnishings and newly-introduced facili- 
ties a thorough going over. 

“Tt didn’t seem possible that any train 
could ever be more beautiful than our 
present Daylight, but this one certainly 
is,” was their verdict. 

Besides the harmoniously tinted in- 
teriors and luxurious furnishings, which 
will be illustrated and fully described in 
next month's Bulletin, the new Daylights 
feature a number of facilities which will 
not be found on any other trains in the 
world, Among them, and the subject of 
excited praise from al! on board, were the 


three-car dining unit, baggage elevators, 
lighting arrangement and public address 
system. The trains were built by the 
Pullman - Standard Car Manufacturing 
Company in Chicago. 

The three-car articulated dining unit, 
the largest yet developed, is located in the 
center of the train and consists of a full 
length Diner and full length Coffee 
Shop car with an air-conditioned kitchen 
car between. The Diner seats 72 persons, 
the Coffee Shop seats 80, and an entire 
passenger list of 418 persons can be 
served in two hours, Telephone com- 
munication has been installed for use of 
stewards in both cars in talking to the 
chef in arranging special menus or han- 
dling the numerous other details that

Elevators on the New “Daylights” 


Wwerrs this? Elevators on the new 
Daylights? 

‘es, it’s a fact, But the elevators are 
not for the passengers; they’re for the 
baggage. 

This ingenious electrically operated 
device, developed by Southern Pacific's 
mechanical engineers, is just one of 
several innovations that make the new 
trains distinctive from aay others in the 
world. 

Instead of taking passenger baggage 
through the end doors in the conventional 
manner, Juggage on the. Daylights will be 
handled on shelves of the baggage eleva- 
tor compartments located at the ends of 
each car, which shelves are reached from 
either outside or inside the cars. 

The -pictures ‘below illustrate this ar- 
fangement: 

CA) Porter Taylor White presses the 


“door up" button which opens the com- 
partment from the outside. Three other 
buttons are marked “door down,” 
“shelves up,” and “shelves down.” The 
two shelves are raised or Jowered on four 
motor-driven threaded rods, one in each 
corner of the elevator compartment. 

(B) When loading begins, both shelves 
are lowered to the floor level, one resting 
on the other, The top shelf is loaded first, 
then the “up shelf" button is pressed, 
raising this shelf until the second one is 
left clear for loading. The procedure is 
repeated when the second shelf is loaded, 
leaving the bottom compartment (car 
floor) clear for loading. The “door 
down” button is then pressed closing the 
compartment, 

To unload the compartments the above 
procedure is simply reversed. 

After the Joading has been completed

and the compartment closed, the porter 
enters the car and throws the “off” switch 
to prevent meddling with the ouside push 
buttons at wayside stops. If the outside 
door should be left open by mistake, a red 
light will show inside the car and the 
porter may lower the door by pressing a 
button inside the car. The luggage loader 
may also be operated by a hand crank. 

(C) Porter Gene Hinds shows how 
easily accessible is the compartment in- 
side the car, with the shelves (two top 
ones in view) in their normal position 
while the train is in transit. Roller type 
doors of aluminum construction enclose 
the compartment.

Southern Pacific Company, just like the 
Pacific Coast's winter climate, is equally 
adept at serving the needs of both types 
of winter playground-goers. In last 
month’s Bulletin, our service to desert 
resorts, dude ranches and the West Coast 
of Mexico was described; in this issue, 
the outstanding western snow sports areas 
reached by Southern Pacific lines are the 
subject of the second article of a series 
on travel over our Four Great Routes, 
with particular emphasis on the Norden- 
Sugar Bowl-Soda Springs area, where SP 
has spent thousands of doflars in im- 
provements.

in the Sugar Bowland improvements at 
Soda Springs. 

The Ski Hut, ‘a house within a house” 
located inside the snowshed at Norden, 
provides a shelter with warming and 
eating facilities, as well as an ideal wait- 
ing room, with easy access to trains and 
to-the snow areas. It is a long room, 168 
feet by 28 feet, built in a simple semi- 
rustic design with oiled pine walls and 
cement floor. Benches along the walls and 
back-to-back seats around the central 
posts assure skiers of a place to rest and 
relax, and a central heating plant pro- 
vides warmth and comfort. 


For Skiers’ Comfort 


A number of features have been in- 
corporated to meet the skiers’ require 
ments. Several ski racks are provided to 
keep skis out of the way; there are large 
rest rooms——large enough for the skiers 
to change clothes, luggage check accom- 
modations, and a long lunch counter 
where food is served at popular prices 
all day throughout the week. Convenience 
and safety are found in an overhead ramp 
which runs from the Ski Hut, crosses the 
snowshed and leads to snow covered 
terrain on both sides of the snowshed. 

A limited supply of skis, poles and 
toboggans are available for cent at the 
Ski Hut at nominal charge. Skis are also 
rented and other equipment is sold on 
certain Saturday night trains from San 
Francisco so that skiers may be fitted 
and ready to enjoy the facilities upon ar- 
sival at Norden. 

Between Norden Ski Hut and Lake 
‘Van Norden, trees have been cleared to 
provide a gentle slope for novice skiers, 
tobogganists, and those who just want to 
play in the snow. 

Long one of the West's most famous 
natural skiing terrains is the Sugar Bowl, 
located about 2 mile and a half from 
Norden Ski Hut, and considered by many 
experts the best skiing area in the United 
States. It is a small basin surrounded on 
the east, south and west by a rim of 
mountains. Altitude at the floor of the 
bow] is 7,000 feet, the rim 8,000 feet. 
Until this year the Sugar Bowl's draw- 
backs have been inaccessibility and lack of” 
skiing improvements, 

Nestled in the bottom of the Sugar 
Bowl is the new Sugar Bowl Lodge and 
other facilities for skiers. Designed in 
a style that can be called “Tyrolean 
Modern,” the lodge and its surroundings 
capture the charm and comfort as well 
as the gayety and spirit of the Tyrolean 
Alps. A broad porch and balconies flank- 
ing the lounge and private room over- 
Jook the magnificent ski slopes of the 
Sugar Bowl. 

Twenty persons can be accommodated 
in private rooms and there are two dormi- 
tories (one for men and one for women) 
accommodating ‘ten persons each, all at 
feasonable rates: The dining room is 
open to lodge guests ‘only, but the lodge 
also provides eating -facilities for others 
‘wishing to lunch in the Sugar Bowl, and 
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SP’s new Ski Hut at Norden offers skiers just the kind of shelter and accommodations they 
want, Comfortably heated, the hut has numerous benches and ski racks, and there's a lunch 
counter where hot food can be had at popular prices. 


a refreshment bar in the lodge is open 
to the general public. 

In front of the lodge there is an out- 
door ice skating rink, where instructors 
are available and shoe skates may be 
rented. In the basement there is a ski 
shop, ski rental department, lockers and 
rest rooms—all open to the non-guest 
public. A ski school is conducted by 
Hannes Schroll. pi 


Chair Lift Thrill 


OF particular interest to skiers is the 
modern electrically operated chair lift, 
one of the newest in the United States 
and the only one in California. The lift 
is approximately 3,000 feet long (rise 
about 1,000 feet) from the bottom of 
the bowl to the rim, and about six and 
one-half minutes is required for the ride. 

In the Sugar Bowl there are seven 
marked downhill and cross country ski 
runs varying in character and skill re- 
quired to negotiate. The Emigrant Run, 
an easy downhill run to the Lodge, has a 
historical background, following the 
route of the early pioneers who preferred 
to climb the crest from Donner Lake 
over the Lincoln Saddle rather than climb 
the Donner’ Summit. The Crest Cross 
Country Rua to Soda Springs starts at the 
top of the chair lift and is about four 
miles long over easy slopes. The Ridge 
Run, of moderate severity, is suitable for 
intermediate skiers. Intermediate and ad- 
vance skiers have several exciting runs to 
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choose from—the “49er Run from the top 
of the lift which requires 49 turns to 
make the course, the Pony Express Route 
and the steep Donald Duck Schuss. 

To provide transportation between the 
Sugar Bowl and Southern Pacific's Nor- 
den Ski Hut, motor sleighs are operated 
every few minutes. Rates for the mile and 
a half cide: 15¢ one way; 25¢ round 
trip. 

Other skiing resorts near Norden Ski 
Hut include private clubs, such as the 
Sierra Club, Sierra Ski Club, U.of C. Club 
and T. A. V. Club. Above the Sierra Club 
there are ski areas equipped with a rope 
ski tow 2,600 feet Jong (rise 600 feet) 
and from the top of the lift there are sev- 
eral ski runs of varying types. 


Norden Accommodations 


Overnight accommodations for the 
public are available at reasonable rates 
at the Norden Store and Ski Lodge, situ. 
ated about 100 yards from the Norden 
Ski Hut Station. About one mile from 
Norden Ski Hut are two other lodges of- 
fering overnight accommodations — the 
Donner Summit Ski Lodge and the House 
of Vanderfords. 

While most of the visitors to the Nor- 
den-Soda Springs area will be week-end 
Buests principally from the San Francisco 
Bay segion, atrangements have been 
made to accommodate visitors who plan 
a longer stay and who come from more 
distant points. 

Another popular area in the High 
Sierra is Soda Springs, elevation 6.752 
feet. A new J-Bar type ski tow 1,850 feet 
long (rise 730 feet) starts within a few 
hundred feet of Southern Pacific's Soda 
Springs station; in addition there are two 
rope ski tows~one is 1,000 feet long 
(rise 450 feet) for novice slopes and the 
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othér $00 feet Jong for instruction. All 
ski slopes are on famous Beacon Hill, 
from the top of which are six ski‘ runs. 
The novice slope, 1,500 feet Jong, is 
lighted for night skiing. Fred and Bill 
Klein, noted Austrian skiers, give skiing 
instruction. 


At the top of the J-Bar ski tow there is - 


a new warming house called the “Sitz- 
mark,” which also provides rest facilities 
and meal service at popular prices. 

Soda Springs Hotel, located 200 feet 
from the station, has 35 rooms, steam- 
heated with bath; also dormitory for 
50 men. Dining room, bar and lounge 


* are open to the public. 


Seven miles west of Soda Springs is 
Rainbow Tavern, accommodating 65 per- 
sons, with steamheated rooms. There is 
also a ski lodge with lounge, bar, rest 
rooms and serving Light meals. A new 
outdoor skating rink, 80 by 100 feet, near 
the hotel is Lighted for night skating. 
Rainbow Tavern guests are met by the 
management at Soda Springs station. 

From SP's Cisco station another 
famous Sierra skiing area is reached, 
where several resorts offer accommoda- 
tions. About a half mile cross country by 
skis from the station is the Auburn Ski 
Club's playgrounds. 

Convenient Trains 

Southern Pacific offers the safest and 
most convenient means of reaching the 
Sierra snow country. For example, the 
Sierra leaving San Francisco 9:00 p.m. 
and stopping at important stations en 
route, arrives in the Sierra snow area on 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays at con- 
venient times for skiers — Cisco 6:31 
am.; Soda Springs 6:55 a.m.; Norden 
7:00 a.m.; Truckee 7:40 a.m. On these 
days the Sierra has all types of accom- 
modations—coaches, tourist and standard 
Pullmans. 

On Sundays and holidays, train No. 
295 from Truckee leaves Norden 3:40 
p.m. and stops at all important winter 
sports and other stations en route, ar- 
tiving San Francisco 10:30 p.m. There is 
a diner on this train. Other trains pro- 
vide convenient overnight service from 
the snow country to San Francisco. 

During the height of the winter sports 
season, special trains will be operated. 
Special fow-fare round-trip rates on all 
teains will remain in effect until April 7.

Operating Results 


OR the eleven months ended Novem- 

ber 30, 1939, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Transpor- 
tation System amounted to $199,152,020, 
or $15,954,884 more than the revenues 
for the same period of 1938, a 9% in- 
crease. 

Daring the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were .$145,944,911; or 
‘$1,529,551 «more ‘than: the .expenses for 


the same period of 1938, a 1% increase. 

After deducting tax accruals of $16,- 
698,240, and net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities totaling $10,- 
671,031, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $25,837,838, or a 
gain of $13,580,947 compared with the 
net railway operating income for the 
same period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on bonds 
and equipment trust notes in the hands 


of the public, and other fixed charges. For 
the ten months ended October 31, 1939, 
the final result was a Net Income of 
$4,238,438, which compares with a net 
Joss of $7,478,449 for the first ten months 
of 1938. No dividends have been paid 
since January, 1932. The final results for 
the eleven months period of 1939, not 
available as the Bulletin goes to press, 
will be shown next issue.
